111.  Water  Supply  There  is  no  change  in  the  character  of  or 

arrangements  for  the  supply  of  water,  which  is  derived  from 
the  town  supply  and  is  an  upland  surface  water  of  good 
quality  . 

IV.  Port  Sanitary  Regulations  1933  The  arrangements  in  force 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations  have  been 
described  fully  in  a  previous  Report. 

There  were  no  cases  of  infectious  sickness  landed 
from  vessels  during  the  year. 

V.  Measures  against  Rodents  Measures  have  been  taken  under 
each  of  the  following  headings  on  the  lines  detailed  in 
previous  Reports 

(i)  for  the  detection  of  rodent  plague  (a)  in  ships  in  the 
Port  and  (b)  on  quays,  wharves  and  in  warehouses  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Port.

(iii)  for  the  de-ratisation  of  (a)  ships  and  (b)  premises  in 
the  vicinity  of  docks  and  quays, 

(iv)  for  the  detection  of  rat  prevalence  in  ships  and  on  the 
shore , 

(v)  (a)  for  the  maintenance  of  rat-proofing  of  docks,  wharves,, 
warehouses  and  other  premisevS  and  (b)  for  the  extension 
of  rat-proof  measures. 
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In  this  latt...  ■  cn.GCi  -  on  active  co-ope  hat  ion  with  the 
Rib  hie  Engineer's  Lew  r.  a  :  and  with  private  companies  has 
resulted  in  eXtens*  wo  rks  of  rat- -proofing  be 
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adjoining  the  Rock  estate;  the  work  is  still  proceeding. 


Luring  the  year  sir  rats  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  bur.  no  case  of  rat  plague  was  discovered;  1102  rats 
were  found  killed  by  poison,  9o0  were  caught  by  traps  and  263  were 
caught  by : dogs  and  ferrets  on  Dock  premises  and  256  rats  were 
caught  on  beard  ship. 

One  ’’infected"  or  "suspected"  vessels  and  vessels  from 
plague-infected  ports  arrived  during  the  year  but  the  vessels 
were  found  to  be  clean  and  free  from  rats.
